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This action is in response to applicants' amendment of 1 1 and 15 February 2008. The 
amendment to the specification has overcome the objections to the specification. The 
amendments to the claims have overcome the objection to claim 6, the 35 USC 1 12 rejection, the 
rejections over claim 15 and the art rejections and the obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection over U.S. patent 6,620,232. The 35 USC 101 rejection over copending application 
1 1/180,585 is withdrawn since that application is now abandoned. 

Claims 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Original claims 13 and 14 and the originally filed specification teach that the biomaterial 
is a bone cement, an orthopaedic material or a carrier material for drug delivery. Amended claim 
13 teaches the biomaterial contains a bone cement or an orthopaedic material. This newly 
claimed composition is not found in the originally filed disclosure and thus is new matter. 
Amended claim 14 teaches the biomaterial is in a carrier for drug delivery. This newly claimed 
composition is not found in the originally filed disclosure and thus is new matter. 

Claims 5 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The amendment to claim 5 so that it states "Ca-aluminate, Casilicate and or Ca- 
phosphate, or a mixture thereof makes the claim indefinite. It is unclear what is meant by "and 
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or Ca-phosphate, or a mixture thereof. It is suggested to delete "and or" to overcome this 
rejection. Claim 22 is indefinite since it teaches that the CaO-Al 2 0 3 can be CaO or pure A1 2 0 3 . 
CaO does not contain the required alumina and pure AI2O3 does not contain the requires CaO. 

Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 10-12, 16-21 and 23-29 are allowable over the cited art of record. 

Claims 5 and 22 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

There is no teaching or suggestion in the cited art of record of the claimed chemically 
bonded element. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
